EXAMINER'S STATEMENT FOR REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regards to claims 2-32, the prior art does not teach a method for determining 
the depth of anesthesia, including: analyzing the breath for concentration of a anesthetic 
substance using sensor technology; determining the depth of anesthesia based on the 
concentration; and using a flow sensor to detect starting and completion of exhalation 
during sampling of a patient's expiration. 

In regards to claims 33, 34, and 40, the prior art does not teach a method for 
monitoring endogenous compounds found in a patient's blood, including: analyzing the 
breath for concentration of endogenous compounds using sensor technology; and 
calculating the concentration of endogenous compounds in the patient's blood. 

Claims 35-39 were previously allowed in the prior office action.
